2. Claims 48-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. 

The Examiner states, 'The phrase "has a character 
that there is a material having binding ability'* renders the 
claims vague and indefinite because the specific identity of 
the "material having binding ability" is not known and not 
stated in the specification.". 

Claims 52-58, as they have been added and submitted, do not contain the phrase, 
"has character that there is a material having binding ability", thereby obviating the basis 
for rejection. 

In summary, reconsideration of this application and the allowance of Claims 
52-58 of this application as hereinabove added in response to this communication are 
respectfully requested for the reasons stated above.
